That the train robbers obtained a 
large amount of money is believed, 
though no approximation of the sum 
has been obtained. The bandits board- 
ed the train at Ivory station, in the 
southern part of the city, and leaped off 
when the train slowed down at Tower 
Grove station. . 

All availabie patrolmen and detect- 
ives have been hurried to the Tower 
Grove district in hope of surrounding 
and capturing the pair of desperadoes. 

Ivory and Tower Grove stations are 
two stops made by the Iron Mountain 
trains before arriving at the Union 
station.

The train had left Ivory station 
when the messenger, feeling an inrush 
of cold air in his car, went to the 
rear of it and found the door open 
Closing it he turned and found hinv-

Candidates backed by political 
bosses and organizations were buried 
under an avalanche of. ballots, the 
vote being the largest ever polled in a 
‘focal mayoralty contest. Org-.nization 
and the enormous expenditure of 
money failed to carry the primaries 
for the so-called political bosses. 
| DECISIVE RESULTS. 
Charles K. Merriam, Alderman and 
former professor at the University of 
Chicage, was nominated by the Re- 
vublicans by a plurality of about 27,- 
% ͤ votes. Carter H. Harrison, Chi- 
gos four-time Mayor, was nomin- 
ated by the Dermocrats by a plurality 
of 2000. Merria 1 received nearly as 
many votes as the other four Repub- 
Ucan candidates combined. 
Murder, stabbing affrays, riots, nu- 
merous arrests and many scenes of 
flisorder occurred throughout the city 
during the day. 
Harrison received 54,945 votes, while 
Edward F. Dunne, also an ex-Mayor, 
ran less than 2000 behind him. An-

INSURRECTOS AT NACO; 
DEMAND SURRENDER. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

DOUGLAS (Ariz.) Feb. 238.—A band 
of insurrectos, known to number not 
less than 300, threw a cordon, about 
Naco, Mex., during a heavy rain to- 
night. 

Notice was sent the authoritiés that 
the town must surrender by 10 o'clock 
tomorrow morning. Great excitement 
prevails in the Mexican portion. of 
Naco tonight, and all non-combatants 
are hurrying across the international 
border. 

The rebels are within four miles of 
the town. 

There are indications that there will 
be a battle, as the Federal soldiers are 
hurriedly throwing up breastworks to 
defend the town. 

If a fight occurs it win be Impossible 
for the rebels to attack the Mexican 
half of the city without shooting into 
the American side.

MERE MAN CAN’T RESIST. 


California Statistics Indicate Widows 
Attract -Bachelors More Than 
Widowers Fascinate Females. 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
SACRAMENTO, Feb. 28.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.) Statistics issued by the 
State Board of Health yesterday indi- 
cate that there fs a much stronger at- 
traction between bachelors and widows 
than between maids and widowers. 
In California in 1910 there were 2722 
bachelors and 
widows (or divorcees) as 
with only 1996 marriages n 


men. That is to say, the unions of 
bachelors with widows outnumbered 
those of maids with widowers by 736, 
or 36.9 per cent., for 1910. 

The corresponding per cent. was 31.5 
for 1909, 41.9 for 1908, 33.2 for 1907 
and 33.5 for 1906. In short, the num- 
ber of bachelors marrying widows or 
divorcees is about one-third gréater 
than the number of single women mar- 
rying widowed or divorced men. 

For each of the five years from 1906 
to 1910 only a few scattered counties 
showed even slight exceptions to this 
general rule that there are more untons 
of bachelors with widows than of 
maidens with widowers. The contrary 
condition prevailed in only seven of the 
fifty-eight counties in 1910, only nine in 
1909 and 1908, only ten tm 1907 and 
only seven in 1906.

HISTORY OF CASE. 
Abraham Ruef, during the incum- 
bency of Mayor Eugene Schmitz, was 
credited with being the political dic- 
tator of this city, As the result of 
the graft disclosures, following the fire 
of 1906, he was indicted by the Oliver 
grand jury on seventy-odd counts, 
charging the acceptance and bestowal 
of bribes. 
He was placed on trial before Judge 
Lawlor on a charge of bribing Su- 
pervisor John J. Furey to vote in favor 
of an overhead trolley franchise for 
the United Railroads, the street car 
system acquired shortly before the 
fire by eastern capitalists, represented 
by Patrick Calhoun. During the trial 
Special Prosecutor Heney was shot 
and dangerously wounded by Morris- 
Haas, an ex-convict, whom Heney had 
exposed when he was drawn on the 
jury panel. A few days later Haas 
committed suicide in the County Jail. 

Heney’s place was taken by Hiram 
W. Johnson, now Governor of Cal- 
ifornia, and after a delay of several 
weeks, the trial was resumed with 
Ruef’s conviction and sentence to 
fourteen years in San Quentin Prison 
as the outcome. : 

The case was appealed, and after 
reading the most voluminous record 
ever submitted to an Appellate Court, 
the First District Court of Appeals af- 
firmed the judgment and order of the 
lower court. Ruet's attorneys then 
asked the Supreme Court for a re- 
hearing, which was granted on Janu- 
ary 22 last. The order for a rehear- 
ing was followed immediately by a 
motion by Atty.-Gen. Webb that it be 
vacated.

DENOMINATIONAL RISE. 
Coming from so high an ecclesiasti- 
cal authority as Bishop Johnson, of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church, his 
talk on the “Rise of the Modern De- 
nomination,” was listened to with the 
most marked attention by this audi- 
ence of clergymen of all denominations, 
and at its close the plaudits indicated 
how well they were pleased with his 
broad presentation of the question of 
organic church unity. The address be- 
casioned much favorable comment. 

Bishop Johnson has become known 
throughout the city as one of the most 
active and sincere participants in 411 
religious meetings that have for their 
object the furthering of unity of life 
and action, in the work of evangelizing 
the city. He believes with all his heart 
in the principle, and while not ventur- 
ing to predict how long it may be be- 
fore the world arrives at the point of 
organic union, he nevertheless feels it 
his duty to advocate it with as much 
vigor as if he believed it to be ‘here, 
Interrupted by frequent applause, he 
said, in part: 

“We are addressing ourselves to a 
project which, until within very recent 
years, has been regarded as fanciful. 
We are about to confer concerning the 
reunion of Christendom than which, a 
quarter of a century ago, no proposal 
was regarded as more chimerical. And 
yet we are doing this at the present 


Christian men have within twenty- 
five years so changed that, to a large 
extent, they coincide with the judgment 
that has brought us together. 

“Up until the early sixties, a fatal 
sense of security seemed to have blind- 
ed the Christian world to the inade- 
quacy of the results attending the ef- 
forts of the churches. 

“Suddenly the Christian world began 
to realize that possibly it had attained 
all the success it could expect to have, 
or deserved to have, under existing 
conditions. Christendom divided, even 
if it be into friendly camps (which was 
not always the case) was not a condi- 
tion favorable to the largest and best 
fruitage in the Christian church. There- 


this one adverse condition shall be 
changed, so that the church at large 
shall be able to do work worthy of 
Jesus Christ and of the character 
which He expected the church to do. 
“With such a cry ringing in our 
ears, you and I come together today 
and join in this conference, which, un- 
til the present time, has been deemed 
impracticable. I am glad to believe 
that, should we get the ideal of what 
ought to be done clearly in our own 
minds, we could, in God’s own time, 
bring about such a reunion of Chris- 
tian forces that would make the united 
churches really a tremendous power 
in the world for God. 

“I am quite aware what this state- 
ment involves. I am prepared to say 
that I am, by conviction, committed 
to a policy which looks forward to its 
universal adoption, even to the oblit- 
eration of so-called denominational 


re-relate Christian forces that they 
may, with no overlapping or friction, 
plan as with one mind for the up- 
building of the kingdom of Christ in 
the world. 

“Yes, it is a great thing that we are 
undertaking to do, and we, in our own 
time, may only be able to make our 
own generation believe that the con- 
ception is practicable. 

“Some of our friends may say that 
we have not done much, and that may 
be little, but will it not be fine when 
we do appear before the Judgment 
Seat, should we be commended by 
God because we have not allowed the 
Christian world, in the presence of 
fearful social and civic problems, to 
fail of its duty, without some warn- 
ing on impending disaster, due to our 
diama! and pitiable divisions? 

“We recognize that a century may 
pass before the end shall be attained, 
but if you feel as.I do, my brethren, 
you want to be ahead of your time. 

WHAT HIS IDEAL IS NOT. 

“In order to show what my ideal 
is, it has seemed well for me to show 
what it is not. Frankly, my ideal 
leaves the federation idea far in the 
rear, and I say it with a profound re- 
spect for federation. Right here in 
this city we have shown what fed- 
eration may accomplish, and if it has 
done nothing else, it has made this 
meeting possible.” [Great applause.] 

Bishop Johnson that, in case 
of federation, if the settled policy of 
any affiliated church was menaced by 
the action of the federation, the lat- 
ter would be unable to carry ont its 


much reduced cost and more effective- 
ly reach the people who need to be 
reached, but it would probably not be 
accepted by many of those affected by 
much a move. 

“Of course,” said the bishop, “there is 
something sertously.wrong in this atti- 
tude, but it is the fact and we must 
face it. I am perfectly satisfied, how- 
ever, that the churches merely fed- 
erated will not be able to deal effective- 
ly the problem. 

“You will see that I regard sectarian- 
ism not only as productive of evil, but 
as being evil and vicious in itself; that 
is, if the spirit of the greatest of the 
apostles is any indication of the Mas- 
ter's aim and purpose. 

“It is my feeling that the time has 
come when ‘we, as Christian leaders, 
ought to repreach the Pauline concep- 
tion of the church. Of course, we will 
all find that there will be plenty of 
people in all of our congregations who 
are determined, at all cost, to be first, 
Episcopalians, Methodists, Presby- 
terians, Baptists and Congregatianpal- 
ists, and I suppose there always ein 
be such, but I for one am praying that 
the time shall come when the necéasity 
for these names shall have 
away; (applause) that the Christian 
world will soon Have formed a plat- 
form upon which every Christian may 
stand without any sense of loss, and 
with the satisfaction of knowing that 
it Includes every essential to salvation 
in the gospel of Jesus Christ.” 

THE FINAL CONCEPTION. 

Bishop Johnson's widest conception 
of this United Apostolic Church is to 
be found in the following paragraph: 

“When a church regards herself as 
the enclosure for saints, rather than 
the refuge for those ‘called to be such,’ 
she is giving herself a ‘character quite 
unlike and below that which Jesus had. 
If the church is the extension of the 
Incarnation, then she must welcome 
to her companionship and fold the 
publicans and sinners who are faacin- 
ated by her masters m ; she 
must so relate herself to them that she 
wiil neither suffer defilement nor have 
an unpleasant sense of contamination 
in such association, and they, on the 
other hand, must be led by association 
with her, to think of and to love noble 
things. 

“In a word., the church is to be the 
physician of the spiriteally sick, and 
halt and blind, and yet the guide of 
the spiritually, strong, courageous and 
brave, and for each in his own place 
and time, she is to bring a message of 
love and peace, “So that she herself 
will ultimately become the spotless 
bride of Christ.” 

The speaker at great length pursued 


attempting or desiring to enter into 
any of the details of the ideal church. 
He said: 

“We could most easily, while pur- 
ring and smiling, enter upon a conflict 
to secure an intellectual victory, that 
would widen and not bridge the 
breaches.” 

In conclusion the bishop stated that 
when every man was sure of himself 
in God; when there was no sense of 
pride and no desire for petty victory, 
then the thing could be accomplished. 

The congress closed with a night 
session, at which Dr. Robert J. Bur- 
dette delivered an address on “The 
Church with an Alias.” and Bishop 
W. M. Bell talked of “Christian Unity 
in the Foreign Field.” A very large 
audience was present, and their de- 
lignt was frequently expressed in 
laughter and applause.

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BONCIS “CHE GELIDA MANINA” 
A TOUR-DE-FORCE. 


Artistry of Tenor Revealed in His 
Exquisite Mezzo-Voce and His 
Wonderful Interpretation of the 
Quieter Passages in His Songs. 
Varied Numbers Heard.

Simpson Auditorium, our most no- 
table cold-storage plant of emotions, 
Was warmed and thrilled last night 
by the vocalized exuberance of a 
short, stout gentleman behind a Titian 
moustache. 

And while the warmth was pretty 
evently distributed, the thrill came on 
& monoplane—just one great song. 

Mr. Bonci's “Che gelida manina” 
was the best rendition of Rudolf’s de- 
lightful cold-room-but-warm-heart 
flirtation that we have ever heard. A 
lover who sings like that would be 
@angeroys to others not nearly so 
susceptible as Mimi. 

Among modern Italian airs none 
contains so much humanity, combined 
with so much beauty of phrase, as 
this same “Boheme” narrative. Its 
perfect rendition requires the com- 
bined talents of a great actor and a 
great singer, for while it is lovely 
song, it is also very real and tender, 
and it might happen in any old garret 
if people talked in tune instead of 
cacophoniously—as most of us do. 

Many tenors have flung the high C 
at us in a most challenging manner, 
and have won the meed of hero-wor-! 
shipers applause therefor. It. was 
left for Mr. Bonci, however, to 
triumph on the pianissimo phrases of 
this same song; to show us how beau- 
tiful the middle of the second move- 
ment really is when uttered with a 
regard for the text and the sensuous 
beauty of the tones themselves: to 
reveal the uttermost possibilities of the 
last long, lingering, caressing E—that 
E which stands for the Ease with 
which Rudolf completes his conquest 
of the enchanted little milliner.

Many 
of them were recognized by the of- 
ficials of the company as the 
leaders in the movement, whi re- 
sulted in the walkout of a fe of 
their transient employees last June, 
and in the picketing which followed, 
At least five were positively identi- 
fied as men who have been arrested 
repeatediy and either done jail sen- 
tences for picketing or have been re- 
leased on parole, promising to abstain 
from the unlawful practice in future. 

In many instances, the free wotk- 
men, upon their refusal to listen to 
the honeyed inducements held out to 
them to join the Strikers, were 
threatened with bodily violence tf they 
continued in the employ of the Wilson 
& Willard company. Some of them 
were followed to their homes by the 
pickets, a considerable number of 
whom were too drunk to be especially 
efficient even in the unintelligent bus- 
iness of picketing.

In rting the bill to protect loca- 
tors nns on oll and gas lands, 
Senator Flint of the Committee on Pub- 
lic Lands gave the following clear 
and lunid presentation of the case as 


it stands in California: 


“Since 1897 public lands containing 
oll, asphaltum, etc, have been sub- 
ject to location and entry under the 
placer mining laws. Under that law 
one person may locate twenty acres, or 


eight persons acting together may lo- 
one 


cete 100 acres and treat it as 
claim. 


“In the development of oll in Cali- 
fornia it has been the almost univer- 
sal practice for the eight lôcators to 
form a corporation and convey their 
| claim to it. This avoided any com- 
‘plication in title that might result 
from the death of either of the joint 
owners and also made it more conven- 
dent to invite in other capital to help 
with the sinking of the first wells. 
This practice was not objected to by 
| the department, and many 
were issued to the grantees of the lo- 
-cators.

Why should we pay more for citrus fruit 
merely to keep the orchardists of California 
from bankruptcy and their workmen from 
reduced wages?” 

California might reply, “Why should our 
people pay a higher price for iron and steel 
goods in order to help the Tubal Cains of 
Pennsylvania and the Middle West, and a 
higher price for cotton socks in order to aid 
the spinners of New England, and a higher 
price for shoes and saddles and harnesses in 
order to keep up the wages of the tanners 
and makers of leather goods in New York?” 

The furnace and factory lords of Yankee- 
dom and of the Appalachian range will an- 
swer, “Oh, that is a part.of the tariff bar- 
gain.” Well, isn’t protection to California 
citrus fruit also a part of the bargain? Do 
you expect to reconstruct the bargain by 
snatching out of it the consideration that 
you have given, and holding on like grim 
death to the consideration you have re- 
What kind of welching sports are 
you, anyhow? 

The reciprocity treaty with Canada, which 
for the present—thank God—appears to be 
‘moribund, provides for the free admission 


of fresh fruits into the United States, and a 


facetious Congressman from Massachusetts 
Mr. Gardner—says “We can all thank 
heaven that at all events the Hudson Bay 
pineapple industry will not be permitted to 
break down our home market, and that the 
grapefruit grown on the north pole will not 
be permit to compete with Florida prod- 
ucts.” 

Funny Gardner illustrates the couplet— 
“Great wits to madness nearly are allied 
And thin partitions do their bounds divide.” 

The proposed reciprocity treaty does not 
discriminate between apples and oranges, 
nor provide that only fresh fruits grown in 
the Dominion or Canada shall be admitted 
free of duty. 

All tropical and semi-tropical fruits are 
now admitted into Canada free of duty, 
while in the United States lemons are sub- 
Ject to a duty of 1% cents per pound and 
oranges, limes, grapefruits, shaddocks or 
pomeloes, 1 cent per pound. The Canadians 
have a large commercial fleet of vessels ply- 
ing between the West Indies and the Do- 
minion, and between the Mediterranean and 
their own seaports, and the result is that 


lemons can be bought in Montreal, or in 
Windsor (opposite Detroit) 1% cents per 


pound cheaper, and other citrus fruits 1 cent 
per pound cheaper, than in New York, or any 
lake city between Buffalo and Chicago. The 
freight from Montreal to New York would 


not be more than one-quarter of 1 cent per 


pound, and across the river from Detroit 
not one-twentieth of 1 cent per pound. 

Under the proposed reciprocity treaty 
West Indian and Mediterranean citrus fruit 
would be supplied through Canada to the 
Atlantic, Middle Western States and North- 
western States $20 to $30 per ton less than 
the California product. would stop 
shipments from California and put a blight 
on every orange and lemon grove worse 
than black scale. On lemons alone the loss 
to the orchardists of California for this year 
would amount to $2,800,000. 

And yet the insurgent press of Los Ange- 
les and other California cities is advocat- 
ing reciprocity, and the chances are that 
Senator Works will vote for it. California 
Senators and Representatives will do well to 
think twice before they vote for tariff re- 
vision once. Let them study the warning 
of the Frenchman who mixed his Gallic and 
Anglican phrases, but who got at the core 
of the subject when he said, “Ne monkey 
pas avec le buzz saw.” : 


| AS WAR BETWEEN AUSTRIA 


AND ITALY. 

The historical hostility between Austria 
and Italy, after years of quiescence, is once 
more making itself apparent. Lake Garda, 


one end of which is in Austria, and nineteen 


wy of which is in Italy, is being German- 
An Austrian line of steamers to ply 
from Riva, the Austrian port, to all the 
other landing places has been established. 

The shores of Lake Garda have become a 
favorite resort, not only for Austrians, but 
for all Germans, especially German Poles 
with “ski” terminals to their patronymies. 

As a result the signs in the hotels and all 
the tourist literature is printed in German, 
the menus at the restaurants are typewrit- 
ten in German text, and even Italian writers 
on Italian soil are compelled to discontinue 
the melodious language of the peninsula and 
cultivate the gutturals of the Danube. 

The chief of the Austro-Hungarian’ staff 
General von Hotgendorf—avowedly favored 
the new steamboat line for military rea- 
sons. Austria, he declares, must control the 
navigation- of Lake Garda, although she 
owns but a trifling portion of its water front. 
The general predicts and expects war along 
the Italian frontier and the new steamers, 
he avers, will be a ready-made volunteer flo- 
tilla when the war comes. 

The Italians are not asleep. They are 
clamoring for an Italian line of packets, boat 


for boat, with the Austrian fleet. Lake Gar- 


da is about thirty miles in length by ten 
miles in width at its widest point. Only its 
extreme northern point, about half a 
mile in width by two miles in length, pro- 
jects into the Austrian province of Tyrol. 
All the rest of it lies within the Italian 
States of Brescia, Mantua and Verona. 

In addition to the proposed fleet on Lake 
Garda, the Italians are urging their govern- 
ment to construct two additional Dread- 
noughts to balance the building of the new 
Austrian fleet on the Adriatic. An Austrian 
naval officer — Admiral Montecuccoli — has 
publicly state dthat the purpose of the new 
Austrian fleet is not to be wholly defen- 
sive, that it would take the offensive, where- 
upon the Italians ask “Against whom, if not 
against us?” 

Italy is in a hole financially. wel two 
Dreadnoughts will cost $20,000,000 and her 
naval expenditures for the year $32, 000,000, 
and she is $18,000,000 behind on naval con- 
struction already completed. Her public 
debt is steadily increasing, while her taxa- 
ble resources remain stationary.

Not since the days when the Amasons of 
Asia Minor cut off their right breasts, re- 
nounced the duties of motherhood and went 
out to battle has the world been treated to 
the terrors of war under such curious condi- 
tions as it now exists in the Republic of 
Mexico. This is the more interesting, albeit 
regretted, because the advanced civiliza- 
tion of the United States is compelled to 
line up along the border and witness and 
learn of facts which seem almost unbeliev- 
able in this age of sanitation in the camps.

The un- 
preparedness of Juarez is the best example 
of indifference to the main ports of entry. 
Although important as a gateway into the 
republic from the United States, up till the 
time Gen. Rabago squeezed through the 
rebel lines and entered the city there were 
no machine guns mounted for defense. The 
rebellion had been decisive since last Octo- 
ber. Machine guns are manufactured in 
more than one city in the United States and 
easily could have been purchased and sent 
into Juarez to strengthen that city against 
attack; but this precaution seems to have 
been passed up by the government from the 
first to the last. The defenders of Juarez 
were in such state of excitement when Oroz- 
co appeared before the city that all Amer- 
icans agree that the task of taking the town 
would have been easy at that time. Instead 
of digging trenches in the plain outside 
the city and throwing up earthworks and 
barb-wire fences, which are the best means 
of stopping an advance in modern warfare, 
the Juarez military authorities have sta- 
tioned the regular troops and the citizen sol- 
diers impressed into service on top of the 
famous old church and on the roofs of other 
buildings. The way to hold a city against 
an attacking force today is to defend it out- 
side the buildings. A trench is always supe- 
rior to a rooftree. 


As to commissary the rebellion is a huge 
joke to all Americans. When the soldiers 
from any point are loaded onto a train and 
shipped into the seats of disturbance, the 
wives and families, if not permitted to go 
aboard the train with their husbands and 
fathers and brothers, set out across the 
country and join the soldiers as soon as they 
can. Once they catch up with the army, as 
many as 200 in one camp, their labors begin. 
They do all the foraging for the men in the 
ranks, and Navarro’s command was contin- 
ually hampered by the eagerness of these 
women to get ahead of each other and also 
ahead of the soldiers, to grab the first 
chicken in sight on the ranches or the first 
sack of corn meal for their lords and mas- 
ters. There have been instances noted 
where women were in the train of the sol- 
diers with a baby on een and one tagging 
at skirt. 

These women 8 on many occasions 
been exposed to battle, and it is reliably 
stated that they are so devoted to their hus- | 
bands that they are with difficulty kept from 
intruding within the line of fire. Their de- 
votion, in fact, ranges up to fanaticism, and 
many of them, if they could, would stop the 
bullets directed at the. men with their own 
bodies. Many of then! ba vo shown a spirit 
of bravery surpassing the soldiers them- 
selves, although it must be acknowledged 
that when the Federal soldiers turn over to 
the enemy, as they have done in squads in 
many battles, they do this not so much be- 
cause of fear, but because their sympathies 
are often naturally with the rebels. 

In the care of sick and injured the Federal 
troops are no better off than the rebels. The 
Mexican army does not have a staff of sur- 
geons. Neither are there field hospitals, ex- 
cept such as are hastily improvised immedi- 
‘ately following battles. Following many of 
the encounters in the district of Guerrero, 
Federal troops were unable to send out their 
wounded in the cars to Chihuahua, because 
the rebels held control of the railroad line 
from the northwest. As a result the wound- 
ed Federal troops were treated on the 
ground, but not by surgeons or nurses. Man- 
gled limbs were tied up in bandages by the 
troops themselves and compelled to walt 
for several days before the wounded 
could be moved into Chihuahua, where 
surgical aid came too late to all ex- 
cept a very few of them. The mor- 
tality among the wounded has been fright- 
ful. This mortality rate has been much 
higher among the Federal troops than 
it has been with the rebels, because the 
Federal soldiers use Mauser rifles, which, it 
was proven in the Philippine, Cuban and 
Manchurian campaigns, make a clean-cut 
wound which often of itself heals rapidly 
and without serious consequences, while the 
rebels have been shooting with various cali- 
bers of guns and often with soft-nosed bul- 
lets. They made these effective by am- 
bushing the Federal troops in many can- 
yons, and, while the Mauser gun is effective 
where the Winchesters or the other usual 
makes of rifles are not, the wounds inflicted 
by the bullets from the latter are more se- 
rious and, without surgical aid, have proven 
disastrous to the soldiers of the government. 
Americans who have visited the scenes of 
battles and conversed with the soldiers after 
these encounters have witnessed heartrend- 
ing scenes among the wounded; bleeding 
stumps of arms and legs, gaping wounds 
with no method at hand to stop the hemor- 
rhages, old wounds festering from asceptic 
conditions for which the men in the fleld 
have no remedy.

RUN OF BIG HOG ALBICORE WINS 
SILVER BUTTONS FOR RODSTERS. 


winter's run of albicore about 
T Island has been protiuc- 
tive of general sport, and an un- 
usual number of fish of exceptional 
size are entered in the Tuna Club’s 
midwinter angling tournament. 
An ablicore weighing thirty pounds 
is reckoned a good one by local anglers 
at any season, the great majority of 
these fish taken ranging about twenty 
pounds. Thirty-five pounders have been 
by no means scarce this winter, how- 
ever, so many have been brought in 
that albicore of this size are now an 
old story. 
“Uncle rom“ Manning. resident di- 
rector of the Tuna Club at Avalon and 
piscatorial factotum of the Tupa Club 
at all times, said last week while on a 
Aying trip te the mainland that get- 
ting a big albicore just now seemed 
onlv a matter of weather, as every fair 
day the boats ran off shore a few miles 
and had little difficuliy in locating a 
achool from which might be taken fish 
weighing anywhere from thirty to fifty 
pounds. Albicore are apt to run of 
very nearly the same size in a school; 
in the old days it was customary to 
cruise about until a school of feeding 
fish was located, and when one was 
taken, if it happened to be small, the 
school was left and another hunted up. 
Those who are content with average 
size albicore do not waste much time, 
the men who get the big ones usually 
chase about from school to school until 
— they strike the fifty pound- 


These large ablicore present no dif- 
ferences in shape or coloring from the 
smaller fish, but appear around the 
islands only in winter, their place be- 
ing taken by schools of smaller “pigs’ 
in summer. When a man locates a 
school of these big hog albicore, he 
is in for quite all the fun light tackle 
can handle, and is apt to change any 
pre-conceived notions regarding lack 
of gameness. Fish of this size will 
give the ablest of light tackle anglers 
an hour’s hard work. 

Out of the last ‘two dozen light tackle 
buttons issued by the Tuna Club, which 
has taken over the function of the old 
Catalina Light Tackle Club, thirteen 
were silver. and one gold. The silver 
button denotes albicore of between

‘served to delight the tourists immeas- 
usrably, constituting in fact their par- 
ticular prey. The prevailing weather has 
been quiet and there has been a livelier 
interest in winter angling than usual. 
One thing about the albicore that 
appeals to the average angler strongly 
at this season is his impartiality in the 
matter of bait. It is difficult to secure 
fresh bait at this season as a rute, but 
any of the various la wobbling 
spoons of the Wilson of Kewell-Stew- 
art pattern will interest an albicore, 
and be promptly accepted at par upon 
presentation reof on any of the 
off-shore banks. . Jigs, minnows of the 
South Coast type, indeed upon on, 
a string of white rag, has been known 
to take albicore. They are nothing if 
not perennially willing. When hooked, 
the dogged persistence of their sound- 
ing tactics makes them difficult fish for 
the novice to “pump” within gaff-shot.

XCHAN GE IDEA 
IS TALKED OVER. 


BEE KEEPERS DISCUSS UNITY AT 
THEIR CONVENTION. 


Producers—Plan to Change Meet- 
ing Place From Los Angeles to 
Other Cities. 


The question of making the Califor- 
nia State Bee Keepers’ Association a 
igtatory organization or to continue 
the future as in the past to make 
Los Angeles the annual meeting place, 
and the exchange idea were the in- 
teresting topics at the session of that 
body yesterday at the Chamber of 
Commerce building. 

Several representatives from the 
northern and central parts of the State 
were on hand to urge a change in the 
annual meeting place. They guar- 
anteed greater interest on the part of 
the northern bee keepers, and by 
closer harmony, better results in the 
way of legislation favorable to the in- 
dustry, better marketing facilities and 
than now 
exists. 

A majority of the delegates declared. 
that this plan had been tried and 
proved a failure. Further, they urged 
that Los Angeles is centrally located 
and that since a majority of the mem- 
bers of the association reside in this 
locality, the proposed change is ill ad- 
vised. The matter was finally referred 
to a committee of three which will 
report at today’s session. 

The convention was called to order 
in the morning by President B. G. 
Burdick of Redlands, who quoted 
statistics as to the importance of the 
industry and legislation covering some 
of the phases of the work now im- 
properly conducted. 

Papers pertaining to the practical 


side of aplarism were read during the 


day. Diseases and their extermination, 
modes for increasing production, re- 
queening, proper shade and other mat- 
ters were threshed over. 

The organization of a marketing as- 
sociation was a mooted question. 
There were so many against such a 


course that it is doubtful whether a 


producers’ exchange will be success- 
fully evolved at the convention. The 
failure of two similar companies is 


held as an indication that it will not 


prove feasible. 
“The only possible thing to do is to 
organize an incorporated company, 


from which it would be impossible to 


withdraw without a heavy loss, to 
hold the producers together. If this 
is not done they will not stick to an 
exchange idea,” declared one of the 
speakers. 

This question will be settled today 
in an address J. B. Neff of 
Berkeley. Prof. Ralph Benton will 
also speak. J. M. Elliott, president 
of the First National Bank, will talk 
on “Honey as a Bank Security.”
